Canada Able to Train Army Quickly 
Should Need Arise 

Canada does not need a large army, 
but she does need and has one which 
when the necessity arises will be 
able quickly to train a citizen army. 
The country’s military task is not to 
create a fighting force at present, but 
to maintain the possibility of creating 
| one. This was explained to the Cana- 
dian Club at Montreal by Brig.-Gen. 
A. C. McNaughton, C.M.G., D.S.O., in 
an address on some aspects of the 
| work of the Department of National 
Defence. It is unlikely, said Gen. 
McNaughton, that Canada will ever 
be precipitated into war for any but 
the most urgent reasons of defence. 

“Our territories are separated, ex- 
cept from the United States, with 
which we have been at peace for a 
hundred years, by oceans across which 
|no expeditionary force of dangerous 
strength could be transported without 
preliminary arrangements of such 
| magnitude that they coulgpnot be kept 
secret. -No such operation could be 
| seriously contemplated until there 
had been re-grouping of Overseas pow- 
ers, the moves towards which would, 
or should be apparent a very long 
time in advance. We all know that 
England had at least ten years’ notice 
of Germany’s intention to master the 
world and that for over three years 
before August, 1914, the signs were 
manifest except to those who would 
not see.”

Family Life On The Aukien 


Returned Explorer Gives Many Inter- 
esting Facts About Natives 

Dr. William McGovern, the explorer 
and anthropologist, who recently re- 
turned to London after spending a year 
on the Amazon searching for hitherto 
undiscovered tribes, came across: na- 
tives who had only heard of white 
men. Some were civilized tribes with 
culture, and had a political and relig- 
fous organization of their own. Others 
were so wild and primitivé that they 
had no houses, could not even swim, 
dug up roots for their nourishment, 
and only showed themselves higher 
than the animals by their use of fire. 
Dr. McGovern says some of the natives 
he visited think nothing of living 200 
or 300 in one huge room. The centre 
of the rodm is used as a sort of com- 
mon drawihg-room, and the various 
familles live on “allotments” all 
round, the family allotment being big 
enough to contain a central fire ana 
the necessary number of hammocks to 
sleep in. The staple food of the na- 
tives is the mandioca—a sort of pols- 
onous potato from which the poison 
is extracted by a complicated process 
of evaporation.

COW TESTING ASSOCIATION 

“At a U.F.A. Meeting held in the 
Spruceville Hall, west of Lacombe, on 
Tuesday evening, November 16th, pre- 
liminary organization of a cow test- 
ing association to keep milk records 
was started. W. R. Barker was elec- 
ted Secretary and, while several 
members were signed up at the meet- 
ing, Mr. Barker is attempting to se- 
cure the remainder of the member’s 
signatures on the application form. 
This cow testing association is for the 
purpose of keeping milk records of 
the individual production of each 
cuw, so as to work ipto more profit- 
able herds and methods. If enough 
members are secured to have ten or 
more members around Spruceville and 
‘ten more. around Lacombe this dist- 
will be covered by two associations, 
otherwise farmers around Lacombe 
will have the privilege of testing with 
the Spruceville cow testing associa- 
tion. Anyone interested is requested 
to get in touch with W. R. Barker, 
by telephone or in gny other way pos- 
sible.” 

In October an attempt was made to 
organize a cow testing association in 
the Morningside district... Two more 
members are required to complete 
this organization. Anyone in that dis- 
trict wishing to join a testing assoc- 
iation should communicate with Mr. 
Chas. Murdock, Mr. 8S. M. R. Whceler 
or Mr. Hudson Jones. In joining a 
cow testing association, the members 
undertake to keep a dairy record of 
their milk production and test at reg- 
ular intervals every two months, 50 
as to know if each cow pays and how 
they can improve the returns from 
their dairy herds.
